THE ST. ANDREW'S DLN.NEK.- 

Tlie St. Andrew's and Caledonian 
Society's annual diiuior at the Driard 
last evening was a great success, as 
it always is. How could it lie 
otherwise when such " braw chiel.-i " 
as our locfil .Scotsmen meet toiretlier 
around the ban(jnot l)(iaid to tlo lionor to 
tho Patron Saint of '"the land of |jrio,vii 
heath and shaggy wood, land of thi' inoini- 
tain and the Hood,"- of old Caledonia be- 
yond the se.t. Sootehmeii have always 
been famous lor the love of tlieif native 
land, but while rendering to it all the de- 
votion that they have drunk in with their 
mother's milk, thoy novortheloss |)r(>ve 
good citizens and true tif the land of their 
adoj)tion. One has only to look at the 
exalted positions thoy hold in Caiiadii, 
from the Premiorship dow II. to (-sliiiiatu 
their true worth. W'herovoi ihoy go 
they sow the seeds of frugality 
thrift and indiistty. and go.j.l eheor is 
ono of their nifist stiiliing oliarartor- 
istii;. It is well that tho day should bo 
celebrated ; that its memory shoiihl be 
kept alive, and in few ways can this be 
done better than in that which the St. 
Andrew's and Caledonian Sdciety adopt.s. 
Though living by the far ofl" shores of i ho 
Pacific, witli a great ocean and vast ootii i 
nent between them and the old home. 
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Wilson is of Scotch descent, and wna bora 
at Paris in 1840, His father went to 
France early iu the century. Ho was one 
of the tirsb to introtluco gas into Par/a, 
and beeanio one of tJio founders 
of the ci)in|)any that has liinee 
gruwii to he Hitch a iiionoiiolj'. 
The senior Wilson married a Mile. Caze- 
iiave, whoau fiitlior was ono of the Vice- 
Presideilts of the Corps Legislatif. .At 
his death he left two children — a daugh- 
ter, who became Madame Pelouise, and 
the son whose name is to-day on all lips. 
Inliuritiiig a large fortune, Daniel Wil- 
son blosaomed hito one of the most noted 
of the J'oiiiiifosi iinrcii r.-i towards tlu; close 
of the empire, and his orgies at l:ho (."afe 
Anglais some twenty years ago fiiniished 
plenty (jf "copy" bir the c/; ro/i i'/ko/'s of 
that periotl. W hen he had dissipated a 
good pari cif his inheritance, his family 
aslied for the appointment of a guardian, 
in order to save what remaiuud of his 
pntrimony. lu 18(58 Mnie. Pelouzo, who 
.'is chatiitiliic ot Clieiioneeaux wa.s well 
known th'.'ougliont the Toiirraine country, 
siicoeeded in interesting iM. de Flavrigiiy 
and some othorl (rleanists in her brother's 
political Hiiibitioii, l"<ii' .yonng Wilson 
tinned str.iight .■ibiuit .aft er tlu' .-ippoiiit- 
ment of his r,,,isiU juil iriaiii;, and 
showed as iiiucii activity in his political 
projeuts as ho had previously dis- 
played in his amusements. M. do Flav- 
rigiiy and his associates were <m the point 
of starting an opposition newspaper, and 
M. Wilson was accepted as one of the 
foniider.s. Madame Pelonzo had long 
been a very intimnte friend of .M. (!revy, 
who was the loader of the little group of 
inrii who rtdi ked hard for the o\ i?i l lirow 
of tho lm|KMial d\-iiasty. This friendship 
and his i-oiineot ion with tlieiii!W I'ninn 
Ltln iiilf made Datiiid Wilson a Deputy 
from Loclios, in the Department of tho 
Indre-et-Loiro. When the war broke out 
he did not follow the example of some of 
his fonnor companions in gaiety, who 
shouldered the musket and showed that 
they could be brave as well as giddy. He 
remained at Tonrs .and foitilied his polit- 
ical sitnation. .\ftor the w.ar he was 
eleoled.-i nfeiiibor uf (he N.ation.'d .Assem- 
bly, .and li.as sinoe continued to re|iroselit, 
iniinteiru|)tedly. mu- of the Tourr:iine 
districts. There are other deiiuties from 
the liulre-et-Loire, but it is .M. Wilsini 
who owns the Department as though it 
were a mere rotten b<jrough. This pnsi- 
fion has been acquired and strengthened 
by two circumstances; his marriage with 
Mile, (iriivy and his control of several 
iii'wsiiapors throughout the country.

alw.iys ni;ai' iiiin. Tho circumstance 
would oerlainly h.-ive been forgotten if RI. 
Wilson h.id not at once l)egun to branch 
lint into all sorts of schemes and s])eeiil;i- 
tioiis lli.'U soon lirougbt his father-in-law's 
name into disenssion. One of jus lii-st

TIIK NORTHERN RAILWAY. 

To THE Euitok: Just about twelve 
months ago 1 wrote a series of letters ad- 
voc.'itiug the construction of a railway to 

I he north end of tho Island and a ferry to 
I'nget Sound, in onler to connect it with 
the Northern Facilic Railwtiy. By this 
moans, it was argued among other things, 
t li.'it this creation would give tho L'nited 
.States a coiivonieiit road to Alaska — Alas- 
ka being only two hundred and fifty nulos 
distant from the m>rth end of Vancouver 
Island. 

Mr. (iray, C. E., who had been detailed 
to make an exploratory survey from Co- 
! ino.K to the noi th end of the Island, has 
I returned. lie tells me that a railway oau 
j lie l)uilt ; that the didicidtiea in tho way 
[can be easil)' overcome; that the 
line wKuld be ciunpamtively lev- 
el, for in only one instiinou 
did ho find a height of six Iniudred feut 
and that even this might be avoided or 
lessened. I n this district of country the 
l ivers for the most jiart run the length of 
tliuhmd. They cannot gut directly tu 
the coast on account of a rock-bimnd 
coast. I'his peculiarity of the rivers is of 
course favorable for railway construction. 

Away north he found plenty of gt od 
land, and further south good land in 
patches in the various valleys — but in the i 
main this district is covereil with splen- [ 
did tree8--chiotIy pine. The undergrowth i 
is not by any means bad, less indeed than i 
expected. Largo numbers of small lakes ! 
and swamps were met with, the latter he- I 
iug chietly caused by beaver, whicli exist | 
in large numbers. As the rivers cannot j 
lind their way direct to the coast, so for | 
miles it wouhl lie next to iinjuissilile to , 
make w.agon roails to the interior, the i 
loads wouiil li.-ive to lie wide apart. .Mr. ' 
(iray will uf coin.'se make his report to 
the government, ami this when published 
will bo found a very v duable account of 
a district of country hithertfi almost un- 
known to the general public. 

Mr. Cray had to undergo many dilli- 
cultios, and he is deserving of great praise 
for his jiluek and perseveranoe and fortlie 
large exleiit of exploration got througli in 
a very short time ami at comparatively in- 
considerable expense. The om- thing he 
has made known — or.: that a railway can 
easily be built through the island fi-om

Wong Duck Chun, sworn — Live on 
Fisgard street; had a wife named Chii 
Whey; last saw her alive on the 10th Feb. 
last; never saw her slive again; looked 
all over for her, and went to the police 
uiil oU'eicd a reward of 850 for informa- 
tion; the tirst infnrmation 1 received was 
that the woman had gono in the direction 
of .Saunich; I went and found a China- 
man named Lee Lock ; engaged him 
and his boat and tvent to a place where 
there is a wood camp; did not find my wife 
there; went on loan Indian c;im|); found 
;i great many Indians there ami a church; 
from inforiiiatiou received at the Indian 
camp went tu NaiiHiiuo with Indians; went 
straight to a schooner in NAuaiiuo and 
saw prisoners on a schooner; a.sked them 
win- they brought my wife there; they 
were agitated ;md said my wife had i^oue j 
away to China by steamer; they said she] 
went on ;i collier to Tacoma, and Iruin 
Lheiice (o Cliiiia; they did not know the 
steamer's iianie; they said she left on the 
."lib .March: 1 .saw pri.ioners on 22nd 
.March ; [irisuners said the woman gave 
them tifty dollars to convey her to Nunai- 
mo; I recogiii/.e Constable O'Connell; after 
prisoners were arrested I went to Kwone 
ilaiiL; Tung's bouse and saw some hlan- 
kets which I now recognize; they beloiii,' 
to me; I missed them on the night my 
wife left mo; two months and two days 
after missing my wife I saw her dead body 
in a little boat house atNanaiino; recogniz- 
cil the body by a coat she wore which had 
a patch on it; she had ;i birtli mark near 
her shoulder about thcsi/.e ot a t wenty- 
live cent piece; the i;oml) produced be- 
loir_reii 111 my wife, she had oinainents on 
ilufiii;4 t hat day cuiisistin^ of br:u 
rings and hairpins, valued at li>400; sotiie 
jewelry in a box was also missing; she had 
SHOO in the house which was kept in a 
.safe ; broke the safe open and found the 
money gone: keys produced are mine.

Qwong Uong Chong, sworn — Saw the 
prisoners at Nanaimo; they stayed at his 
house for a day and were arrested next 

day. 

Samuel Drake was the next witness; 
and, on his oath, stated that lu; was as, 
sistaiit gaoler and constable at !S7i,iminio- 
ho arrested the prisoiier. lie chartered 
the steiiiiuir .Saluriia and went tu Narrow 
Island on April 1st in order to search for 
the body of a Chinese woman. That day 
and idl the next was employed dragging 
for the body. B^ound a bag on the shore 
cDiitainiDg a quantity of torn cloth. Also 
marks of a fire having been' kindled there. 
In the embers lie found a partially des- 
troyed photograph. 1'he keys produced 
in court wore also fi.'und on the beach, 
near the tire a thick club of arbutus wood; 
tiiorc wore stains on the clul) but ho could 
not say what stains they wore. Returned 
to Nanaimo on April (itb. The search 
was continued. At li o'clock on 
the evening of the next dii)- 
the body of the murdered wimimi 
was found; it was tied with strong ropes 
to il largo stone (the stone with ropes at- 
tached was produced in court): took tlie 
body t'j Naiiiiiiiio and placed it in tlu; 
boat house pending a coroner's iiiipiest. 

D. Stei)liensou, aworn Ho assisted in 
the dragging operatums on the Otii and 
7th of April; the body of the inuirdered 
woman was found tied to a rock. 

Thos. O'Connell, sworn — He is a con- 
stable at Nanaimo; arrested the prisoners 
on a schooner; identified some clothing as 
belonging to the murdered woman; the 
hatchet and comb (pioduccd in court) he 
found ill a rice sack; the blankets ami 
coverlets bo also idenlitiod; they were 
budly stained.

F.iiiil Priieger, sworn — I am a physician 
and surgeon at Nanaimo and had made a 
jH,st inortetn examination on tlui body of 
the iinirdercd woman. The body was in 
an advanced staL;e of decouiiiositioii ; a 
wound iiillictcd with some heavy instiu 
luelit was just, above the right eye. M:irks 
of a heavy blow iutlicted wore on the 
skull. A great ijuantity of blood tlowed 
as a consequence, showing that the blow 
was inflicted during life. The blow was 
.sufticient in itself to have brouoht about 
death. The jaws weio broken in several 
places. The left hand was alto:4ether 
wanting, as il was eaten otl duriie.; the 
time the body was in the water. I'ealh 
resulted from the wounds iecci\od. 

This closed the case for the (.'rown, and 
Uis Liii'dship in summino up said that 
the unfiii-t.unate woman had a large sum 
of money when she spent the live nights 
with the two prisoners. The jirisoners 
had roturnod to N;inaimo without the 
woman, and when asked as to her wlierc'- 
aboiita they gave diU'erent stories. .leweT 
ry boloi-giiig to the woman w;is fouinl on 
the Jirisoners, and the letter they wrote is 
most damaging. If the Jury is convinced 
that the prisoners murdered the woman 
they will bring in a verdict of guilty 
of inufdcr aijainst them; it they 
have any (haibt they will give the prison 
ers the benelit of that doubt. The .jury 
then retired and after an absence of half 
•in liour returiieil and brought in a verdict 
of guilty. 

Hi.s Lordship (to prisoners) — These

The counsel for defendant attacked tiie 
coiistitul ioiiality of the Uestrielion .\ct, 
and was overruled.
